whether or not all the Russians 
advanced arm s have been re­ 
moved from Cuba. It has been 
suggested that missiles capable 
of devastating the great East­ 
ern cities, Washington, D. C., 
included, may still be there, hid­ 
den in caves. Professor Leon 
does not go into such matters 
as these. He goes much far­ 
ther, saying, in essence, that we 
simply cannot tolerate the pre­ 
sence of the Castro government 
in Cuba — and that attempted 


coexistence 
with

would amount to a disaster, and 
would result in a virtually total 
collapse of the respect of Latin 
America for the United States. 
As he puts it, " . . the existence 
of a Tito in Europe represents a 
deviation in the Communist block 
but the presence of a Tito in 
the Caribbean means an irrepar­ 
able defeat for the democratic 
bloc." 
Professor Leon goes on to ar­ 
gue that we must not take th* 
support we receive from th* 
Latin American nations as a 
fixed and certain thing. Instead, 
he states, it is based on a conv 
munity of interests and will van­ 
ish should that be lost. To quote 
his grim and vivid article once 
more: "To suggest that without 
the Russian missiles Castro is 
no longer a threat is to insult 
all 
those 
who 
have 
fought 
against him since well before 
the missiles. To mention coexis­ 
tence now means proclaiming 
that the democratic principle is 
not worth defending outside the 
United States borders. , .it im­ 
plies abandonment of the com­ 
mon cause and assuring Castro 
and the Communist of Latin 
America that they can cast off 
all restraint . . 
There are many who will dis­ 
agree strongly with views such 
as these. But the position that 
Professor Leon has stated so 
well in The Reporter is certain­ 
ly a position that must be given 
thoughtful consideration in the 
difficult and dangerous process 
of creating and administering 
high policy.
